LOCAL MAN HAS PINE METEOR- 
OLOGICAL EQUIPMENT— RE- 
PORTS OF NARBERTH 
WEATHER IN WASH- 
INGTON RECORDS. 

Mr. Charles Pecker, uf Narberth, is 
Ihe pusse.--or of a very complete and 
most interesting collection of scientific 
in-t run i cuts for the recording of w father 
cuiidit inns in Narberth. 

Not only dues this equipment include 
a large number of very exact ther- 
mometers and barometers, but lit has 
several automatically recording ma- 
chines, which keep a constant and ac- 
curate record of the changes in weather 
conditions during the absence of the 
recorder. Among these are a self-re- 
cording thermometer, barometer, and 
hygrometer, an instrument to measure 
the amount of humidity in the air. 

Part of this equipment is kept in Mr. 
Decker's home, while a large part, in- 
cluding the rain and snow- guage, is 
located in the yard. The self-recording 
instruments, actuated by clock-work, 
are contained in a protected "coop," 
open to the air, but protected from 
the sun. These instruments are remov- 
ed far enough from the house so as 
to be free from any influence from that 
source, and by means of them a thor- 
ough and very accurate analysis of 
Narberth 's daily weather conditions is 
always available. 

The Equipment. 

The following is a list of the meteor- 
ological instruments used by the <?o- 
n|ierative Observer of the Weather 
Bureau at Narberth: 

1. Standard Mercurial Barometer, 
which can be read to a thousandth of 
an inch. 

-. Barograph, a self-recording barom- 
eter that traces on a chart from hour 
lu hour the fluctuations of air pressure. 

•'h-h Standard Maximum and Mini- 
mum Thermometers, for obtaining the 
highest and lowest temperature of each 
24 hours. 

.). Thermograph, a self-recording 
thermometer that makes a continuous 
trace on a chart of the changes of tem- 
perature. 

(i. Sling PsychrometeT, for ascertain- 
ing the humidity and the dew point. 

7. Hygrogrnph, a self-recording in- 
strument which traces on a chart the 
rise and -fall of the humidity. 

The self-recording instruments all re- 
volve by clock-work, the charts being 
changed each week. 

M. Kain and Snow (Inge. 

Observations from these instruments 
are taken twice a day. The records ate 
entered daily in triplicate on the of- 
ficial forms of the Weather Bureau. At 
the end of each 'month the report is 
made up, one copy going to the Weath- 
er Bureau at Philadelphia, another to 
the Bureau at Washington, D. C, while 
the third is kept for reference at Nar- 
berth. The data from these reports ap- 
pear regularly in the Pennsylvania sec- 
tion of the monthly bulletins published 
by the Weather Bureau. A condensed 
report for the week is sent to Our 
Town each -week, and is a regular 
feature of the paper. By referring to 
the minimum temperature records, 
many arguments about our local 
frigidity may easily be settled.

Coun- 
i .1- at once introduced a new ordinance 
identical v\ith the original with the e.x- 
i option of ihe changed date, and this 
new ordinance pa-sod its three read- 
ing- una niiiiously. 

County to Toot BUI. 
The error in the original ballot re- 
sulted I'liiin carelessness in the office of 
llu Ctiunty Cuniniissiiiners at Norris- 
tiwn. The Chief Clerk failed to mail 
., proof of the ballot to Judge of Elec- 
liuns Kirkpatriek in advance of the 
election, and the error, which would 
have made it a School District loan, 
remained undetected until the time of 
the election. 

In view of the fact that the entire 
blame for the dereliction rests with 
the County Offices, they have agreed to 
stand the expense of the special con- 
firmatory election in February. 

Narberth men who have been work- 
ing on the Playground project have 
done a great deal of research on the 
question of the results of such a mis- 
printed ballot. It is said that no simi- 
lar fiasco ever occurred in the history 
of any municipality in the country. 
This gives Narberth something of a 
distinction, which, in some measure, 
may compensate for the delay to u big 
civic improvement. And we can be 
i prowl of the fact that the distinction 
j is not marred by any mistake on the 
part of our local government. 

The confirming election affords Nar- 
' berth the rare opportunity of doing 
something customary in parliamentary 
i procedure; granting the majority the 
; courtesy of a unanimous vote on the' 
■ second ballot, where the wishes of the 
' majority have so clearly been defined.

The County Treasurer is allowed a 
fee of Id cents for each license issued 
whether the application is made direct 
to him or through the local officer. 

Where tht? application is made 
through a local officer an additional 
fee of 15 cents is allowed for the serv- 
ice of such officer in preparing the ap- 
plication and forwarding same with 
license fee to the County Treasurer. 
Self addressed and stamped envelope 
must also be enclosed where application 
is mailed the County Treasurer. 

Where it is inconvenient for an ap- 
plicant to call personally at the office 
of the County Treasurer anil such ?ppli- 
cant desires to secure the license direct 
from the County Treasurer, he can se- 
cure an application blank from the 
County Treasurer, prepare the same and 
mail it with the required fees and re- 
turn stamped envelope direct to the 
County Treasurer. 

Indemnity blanks for reporting dam- 
ages to livestock and poultry done by 
dogs can be secured from the County 
Treasurer and also the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry of the Department of Ag- 
riculture, Harrisburg, Pa.

AND SCHOOL ASSOCIATION.

Frequently the high school girls ami 
particularly the members of the Dom- 
estic Science Class assist Miss- Oiseu 
in the preparation of the food served. 

The finances are looked after by Pro 
fessor Wilson and Mrs. Crater, who a -I 
as cashier in the lunch room, and who 
also see that all bills for supplies are- 
properly checked and paid for out, of 
the funds received in the lunch room. 

Luncheon is served from 11.30 A. 
M., to 12..I0 P. M., in two half-hour 
sections. The high school children 

lunch from lL.'IO to 12.0(1 noon, and 
the lower grade pupils lunch from 
12.00. to 12.:m P. M. Professor Wilson 
and the other members of the faculty 
regularly eat their lunch with the chil- 
dren. 

Only substantial foods, and the re- 
cognized standard brands of eakes, 
bread, milk and ice cream, are pro- 
vided for the children. 

Owing to the large volume of work 
which must be done in order to feed 
the several hundred pupils within the 
space of an hour, it is almost impossible 
to exercise any great amount of censor- 
ship over the luncheon selected by the 
individual child. A general check is 
kept on this, however, first by the 
-teacher, serving the food, and next by 
the cashier, who makes a quick obser- 



vation of the lunch selected by the 
pupil at the time he or she makes 
payment. It sometimes is necessary to 
request u child to return some or tne 
food, in case there is too much of one 
particular variety and not enough of 
another. 

The cliildieu. however, more or less 
guide themselves in this respect and 
by providing only those dishes which 
will form a substantial lunch, and of 
which a pupil would not care 1 o> eat 
to execs*, it is rather the exception 
than ihe nile that children even in the 
lil'th grade — the lowest one ill which 
the pupils take advantage of the school ; 
lunch- select improper and unsuitable j 
lunches. j
